This year’s festival marks the centennial of Artie Matthews, great ragtime 
composer, who published his work in St. Louis. 


THE 24th ANNUAL FESTIVAL REMEMBERS 


ARTIE MATTHEWS 


This year marks the centennial of St. Louis ragtime composer Artie Matthews (November 15, 1888-October 
25, 1958). Born in Braidwood, Illinois, near Springfield, he first played ragtime around 1905 and moved 
to St. Louis before 1908. Musically, he was one of the better educated ragtimers and did much arranging 
for both John Stark, the classic rag publisher, and Tom Turpin the “Father of St. Louis Ragtime.” His 
work for Turpin included arrangements for the shows at the Booker T. Washington theatre on Market Street. 
It was here that he heard many of the Pianists on the circuit who were developing a later style of St. 
Louis Ragtime. He documented much of this playing in his hallmark series of five pastime rags, all published 
by John Stark between 1913 and 1920. These are brilliant rags, bold and dramatic, and extraordinarily 
pianistic. In 1915, Stark published Matthews’ “Weary Blues” which became a jazz classic. In later years, 
Matthews moves to Cincinnati where he ran a black conservatory of classical music until his death in 1958. 
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FESTIVAL PREMIER OF 
NEVILLE DICKIE 


Neville Dickie is one of the world’s foremost exponents of the stride or 
Harlem ragtime piano tradition. Born in Durham, England, Neville had 
classical training as a child and later picked up popular music. He is ac- 
tive in the London area pubs playing with jazz bands and touring all over 
England. He has been a featured artist on BBC radio for over a decade. 
He became interested in ragtime in the mid 50’s and has over 300 rags 
in his repertory. His virtuosity with the Harlem tradition is legendary and 
can be enjoyed on his many recordings. He is making his St. Louis Ragtime 
Festival debut this year. 


RAGTIMERS HOST FESTIVAL 
AND HEAD 


IMPRESSIVE LOCAL LINE-UP 


The St. Louis Ragtimers were formed in September, 1961. Together, they 
researched and studied various forms of American music dating as far 
back as the Civil War, but with emphasis on classic rags and the folk rags 
of Missouri. 


Pianist and music researcher, Trebor Tichenor has developed one of the 
finest music libraries in the country including piano rolls, sheet music and 
rare recordings. His collection is the primary source of material for the 
St. Louis Ragtimers. Trebor also teaches an interesting course in Ragtime 
at Washington University.

JOHN HANCOCK: A St. Louis native 
now working under a fellowship at Rutgers 
University. He plans to run for the Missouri

DAVID THOMAS ROBERTS: From 
Moss Point, Miss., his work has been ac- 
claimed with a zeal unique in the contem- 
porary ragtime field. Since 1972 he has com- 
posed over 60 rags and is highly-regarded as 
a pianist and writer.

ROD BIENSEN: A festival regular since 
1978, he has a great appreciation for the 
classical interpretation of piano rags. He is the 
leader of the Big Bear Jazz Band in Central 
lowa where he resides with his wife, Trish.

SISTER JEAN (THE RAGTIME 
QUEEN) AND LAUNDRY FAT: They are 
devoted to preserving and promoting classical 
ragtime music and early jazz. Their repertoire, 
for piano and washboard accompaniment, 
includes many of the oldest folk rags, as well 
as contemporary rags.
